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ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT 


The 1953 State valuation for the Town of Windsor is now 
$511,000. Whereas, the 1951 valuation for determining the 
class on school subsidy was $471,000. The State valuation 
divided by the average number of pupils enrolled in the 
schools for the previous two years sets the class for the 
town in the educational formula. Our elementary and sec- 
ondary enrollment on April 1, 1953 was 152 while in 1954 
it amounted to 173. The average of these two figures 
divided into the State valuation places Windsor in Class 4 
for educational subsidy. Therefore, the percentage of State 
support of educational operating expenditures will be 35% 
for the 1955-56 school year. Raising the State valuation 
to $511,000 will mean a drop of school subsidy to $8,591.20 
in 1955 providing the payment is 100% on the formula. 
However, it is doubtful at the present time if the towns 
will receive 100%. We have been advised by the State 
Department that it will probably be safe to base our school 
budget on 95% payment. We are in hopes that before Town 
Meeting a definite figure will be established so that we will 
know the exact amount each town will receive. 


The Committee voted to purchase from Mansurs, Inc. in 
Augusta a new projector for the school. They feel that 
with the use of this machine the teachers will be able to 
bring before their classes films of a true educational value. 
Although the cost of this machine has increased, the ex- 
penditures on books and supplies, if handled properly, it 
should last for a long time. 


We now have 134 pupils enrolled in the Grade School as 
follows:

We have noticed that there is a tendency on the part of 
some pupils to disregard the teacher assignment and waste 
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time in school. However, in the plan of education today, 
every pupil must be brought into a true consciousness of his 
own responsibility to study in school. The child must be 
taught to work, because labor is the very foundation of 
future success. The school has its part to perform but a 
very large share of this responsibility is required on the 
part of the home. Unless there is training in home respon- 
sibility, school responsibility will not have a true and lasting 
effect. We now need a different preparation than was 
required a generation ago. There is a different outlook for 
young people and whether favored or not, the true education 
of every boy and girl must be borne by the Community, 
the home and the school if success is to be achieved. 


The town is now paying high school tuition on 37 pupils 
of which 5 are Seniors. Five are attending Cony High with 
a tuition rate of $255.76 while 32 are attending Erskine 
Academy with a yearly tuition rate of $231.60. Secondary 
school principals have trouble with pupils taking their 
educational career too lightly and not applying themselves 
properly to their studies. To counteract this situation the 
Board of Education may, if they so desire, require that free 
tuition privileges shall continue only as long as the pupil 
shall maintain a satisfactory standard of deportment and 
scholarship. The scholastic requirement generally accepted 
for free tuition is that any youth must maintain a satis- 
factory standard in at least 34 of his studies in order for 
the town in which he resides to be required to pay his 
secondary tuition. 


We highly appreciate the neat, well kept school grounds 
and beautiful lawn at the new school. This should be an 
inspiration for both children and parents of the Community. 
Community spirit and ideals are often judged by the con- 
dition of public school buildings and grounds. This is true 
largely because it is generally accepted that the environ- 
ment has a tremendous influence on the lives of all who 
take time to appreciate real splendor and beauty. 
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We deeply appreciate the kind cooperation given by the 
teachers, parents, and citizens of Windsor.

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REPORT OF THE 
WINDSOR VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the past year the fire department answered a 
total of sixteen calls which consisted of seven chimney fires, 
five brush and grass fires, and four house and barn fires. 
Our fire department received assistance from neighboring 
towns in controlling two fires whereas the Windsor depart- 
ment received one outside call. The estimated fire loss in 
our town for the year was $6,200.00, and would have been 
much larger if we did not have our own fire department. 


This past year we spent a considerable sum for another 
truck and tank which will furnish additional protection to 
our town by having extra water available for fire fighting. 
The cost of equipping this truck will be high. However, 
the department expects to proceed slowly on this project, 
purchasing equipment and supplies whenever funds are 
available. With the purchase of the additional truck it 
was necessary to purchase and install a new door for the 
fire house. 


Plans for the coming year are to make repairs to the fire 
house and to paint and equip as much as possible the new 
truck. All the work will be done by volunteers and all are 
invited to assist. 


The annual membership drive will begin early in the 
spring. This is one of the few ways your department has 
to raise funds. Fire fighting equipment is expensive and 
it costs a good deal to keep the trucks in operation. Having 
a fire department in town is good insurance and insurance 
costs money. Your support will be appreciated. 


The annual meeting of the fire department will be held 
on March 15, 1955, and you are urged to attend.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Windsor: 


In accordance with the request of your municipal officers I 
have made an examination of the town records of receipts 
and expenditures and other pertinent data for the operating 
year ended Feb. 13, 1956. 


The usual test checks considered appropriate in the course 
of such an audit have been made to satisfy myself as to the 
accuracy of the records, and within these limitations I find the 
books of account of the town to be in proper order. 


Included in this printed report are such tabulations as are 
required by law and custom; namely the Comparative Balance 
Sheet, the Summary of Accounts, and the Proof of Net Gain. 


Other detailed Exhibits and Schedules will be developed as 
the audit progresses and will be filed with your municipal 
officers for the permanent files of the town. 


The following recommendations are offered for the con- 
sideration of the town voters: 


1. An appropriation should be made to cover the estimated 
cost to the town of the Social Security Tax. 


2. Since the town is involved in the maintenance of Ceme- 
tery Lots and Fences, it is suggested that some sum be appro- 
priated, as a start at least, toward the erection of a suitable 
metal fence for the Resthaven Cemetery. 


3. If it is the wish of the town’s voters, that any or all of 
the Excise Taxes be used to reduce the tax commitment, defi- 
nite sums of said taxes should be appropriated to specific ac- 
tivities. The method of allocating these taxes suggested at the 
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last annual town meeting is neither legal nor practicable. 


Suitable articles to accomplish this end should be included in 
the town meeting warrant.

ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT 
For the Fiscal Year 1955-1956 


One of the most serious problems of education in the rural 
towns today is the securing of thoroughly competent teachers. 
It is difficult to make good progress in school work if the 
major part of the teaching force is new each year. This is not 
good for the schools and coupled with the fact that many rural 
teachers are leaving for more attractive fields presents a prob- 
lem which cannot be passed over lightly. The one important 
factor to any community is to secure teachers who possess the 
qualifications, are properly certified by the State and have a 
keen desire to meet the needs of the school system for which 
they are hired. Such teachers should understand the responsi- 
bility of the profession, have the proper training for teaching 
the subjects and be able to develop in the children a high stand- 
ard of citizenship. Teachers who possess these abilities have 
a chance to decide their future from a long list of very at- 
tractive positions. 


We now have 146 pupils enrolled in the grade schools as 
follows:

Each pupil in the school is allowed to progress on his own 
ability level, rather than to be permitted: to fail as under older 
forms of mass education. This concept of education places 
more stress upon the special aptitudes of individuals who pos- 
sess skills in nonacademic fields but have low ability in the 
traditional subjects. Secondary schools today are modifying 
their curriculum to serve the needs of those who are low in 
academic achievement. High schools are introducing courses 
in remedial reading which is another way of allowing pupils 
to continue on their own level of ability. The fact is that now 
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almost all pupils go on to high school which was not true a few 
years ago. We believe that the wise concept is being followed 
by the teachers in stressing the basic skills needed for high 
school and yet placing an honest evaluation upon areas of 
specific individual aptitudes so that each pupil may be given 
credit if he achieves according to his own particular ability. 


The town is now paying high school tuition on 42 pupils of 
which 5 are seniors. Eight of these students are enrolled at 
Cony High School and 34 are registered at Erskine Academy. 
With 37 upperclassmen in high school next fall and 23 fresh- 
men who will enter in September we could be required to pay 
tuition on 60 pupils. 


On the school financial report under (Law 874) which is 
money received from the U. S. Treasurer, for pupils attending 
school who have any member of the family that lives at home 
and works at Togus, the amount received for the fiscal year 
was $1,462.41. This figure is large because it includes money 
due the town for ’55-’56 as well as 56 and 757. The money due 
for the ’56-’57 fiscal year was paid before the town books 
closed. 


The daily menu in the cafeteria is made up by the supervisor 
and her assistant. The records of the meals served and the fi- 
nancial records are also kept by the supervisor. Monthly re- 
ports are made by her to the State Department of Education. 
The State Department must report monthly to the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. The whole program is carefully 
supervised by inspectors from the State Department of Educa- 
tion and auditors from the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 


We appreciate the kind cooperation given by the teachers, 
parents and citizens.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
FOR THE TOWN OF WINDSOR ae. 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1955. 


It has come to be almost a uniform custom for towns to make 
appropriations for Public Health Nursing Services in Maine. 
As a result the Public Health Nurse renders service to the 
community through health education programs offered to 
groups, families, and individuals. Some of these programs in- 
clude the following: 


Home visits have been made to expectant mothers, infants, 
pre-schoolers, school children, and some adults for health 
supervision or for the purpose of making referrals to the vari- 
ous State and local Clinics in cooperation with or on the recom- 
mendation of the family physician. 


A series of child health conferences was held in the spring 
to provide health supervision for all children, from birth to 
school age, who were not under the supervision of a private 
physician and to offer them protection against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus, and smallpox. A total of seventy 
children attended these conferences. 


School services included teacher-nurse conferences, school 
physical examinations and immunization clinics. This fall fifty- 
seven children received health examinations. The success of 
these examinations is greatly aided by having the parents pres- 
ent at the examination of the elementary grade children. 
The parents have an opportunity to discuss health problems 
with the physician. In the school immunization clinic fifty- 
eight children received boosters against diphtheria and tet- 
anus, twenty-five against whooping cough, and twenty-three 
were vaccinated against smallpox. 


Much study and research by scientists provided polio vac- 
cine to the world in 1955. A very small group of children re- 
ceived the vaccine. However, plans can and should be made 
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soon to offer the polio vaccine to all school children through the 
ninth grade. 


This work would not have been accomplished were it not 
for the valuable assistance of volunteer workers in your com- 
munity. It makes us happy to have the opportunity to partici- 
pate with you in your health program and we wish to express 
our thanks to all who have contributed to the services this 
year.

To Selectmen: 


In the past a number of towns have printed portions of the 
slash disposal law in their town reports. They believe this has 
been worthwhile in obtaining better compliance with the law 
and thereby reducing the forest fire hazard. Other towns have 
expressed interest in doing the same if the law could be sum- 
marized in non legal language. To comply with this request, 
the following summary is forwarded. 


Slash and brush which result from cutting of forest growth 
must be disposed of within 50 feet of any public highway (this 
means any road which is maintained with public funds). The 
distance is measured from the edge of the pavement closest to 
the cutting. If it is a dirt road the distance is measured from 
the shoulder nearest the cutting. 


The same applies to railroads, electric power, telegraph, 
telephone, and pipe lines, except the distance in these cases is 
only 25 feet measured from the nearest edge of the right of 
way. 


Slash and brush resulting from cutting must be kept back 
25 feet from the enjoining owner’s property line and 100 feet 
from dwellings if so requested by the respective owners. This 
provision does not apply to the Maine Forestry District. 


Slash and brush resulting from the construction and main- 
tenance of highways, railroads, electric power, telegraph, tele- 
phone or pipe lines shall be disposed of and not left within 
the rights of way. 


The best way to remove brush is to haul away, chip, or burn 
it, but if burned a permit must first be obtained from the town 
forest fire warden. 
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Compliance with the law may be required from either the 
operator of a wood lot (usually the stumpage owner) or the 
landowner. The practice has been to require compliance of 
the operator since he is usually in charge of the manner of 
cutting. 


In the case of highway rights of way, compliance is obtained 
by working through selectmen or the state highway supervisor, 
depending on the type of road involved. The local supervisor 
of maintenance is the person contacted for compliance in the 
case of railroads or other utility rights of way. 


Violators of any of the above provisions may be punished by 
a fine of not more than $100, or by imprisonment for not more 
than 30 days, or both. 


For detailed interpretations, reference should be made to 
Chapter 36, Section 83 and 86 of the Revised Statutes, 1954.

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REPORT OF THE 
WINDSOR VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the past year the Town of Windsor had its lowest 
fire loss in several years. The estimated loss for the year was 
$700.00. Thirteen fire calls were received consisting of five 
brush and grass fires, three chimney fires, two flooded oil 
stoves, two building fires, and one out-of-town woods fire. | 


Repairs to the fire house during the past year consisted of 
remodeling a utility room for equipment storage and meetings. 
The old oil barrels were removed and a new oil tank installed. 
New fire fighting equipment consisting mainly of 200 feet: of 
hose, 2 fire extinguishers, 1 nozzle, and a power takeoff pump 
was purchased during the past year at a cost of approximately 
$800.00. The truck purchased last year has been painted and 
available for hauling water to fires. The new pump is in pro- 
cess of being installed on the tank truck and this will give us 
two good fire trucks. 


We will continue to raise funds toward the purchase of new 
equipment and to keep our present equipment ready: for all 
emergencies. We again ask your cooperation and support as 
this is your fire department. You are invited to visit the fire 
house and to attend the monthly meetings on the third Tuesday 
evening each month.

ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT 


For the Fiscal Year 1956-57 


Under the present law, state aid to towns is based on the 
state valuation per resident pupil enrolled in the public schools. 
At the present time Windsor is classified as a 7 town which 
means that we should receive state support of educational 
operating expenditures on the basis of 50 percent of the 
average expenditures for the two school years ending in June 
of 1955 and ’56. The following items are subject to state 
subsidy: teachers salaries, books supplies, fuel, janitor, con- 
veyance and tuition. Also insurance, instructional equipment 
replaced, school committee and superintendent’s salary and 
office expense will be subsidized by the state. However the 
Legislature does not always provide funds to meet this com- 
mitment. There is enough money in the state treasury to pay 
only 82 percent of the educational formula for the 1957-58 
fiscal year. The allocation to Windsor on this basis will be 
$12,273.76. This is the figure used by your school committee 
in preparing the 1957-58 school budget. 


In order to carry out certain legislative requirements it has 
been necessary to ask for increased appropriations for schools. 
However these costs are not out of line with increased costs 
in general today. All who are interested in the welfare of 
boys and girls realize that the work must be well organized 
under the leadership of competent teachers if the vupils are 
properly trained to take their desired places in the present 
complex society. It is evident that further support of schools 
is needed where the costs are mounting each year. It is pos- 
sible that federal aid may become available to help small towns 
in the not too distant future.

The elementary school has received all needed instructional 
materials, books and supplies consistent with our budget and 
may be considered as well provided for in school needs. 


We often find pupils in the class rooms of today who need 
individual help with their reading. It is not always possible 
for the teacher with a large enrollment to give these pupils 
the individual instruction that they should have in order to 
progress properly. With this idea in view, your school com- 
mittee have hired an extra teacher to help these pupils one 
half of each school day. Here each pupil is helped individually 
with his reading and is allowed to progress on his own ability 
level. This concept places more stress upon special aptitudes 
of individuals who possess skill in non-academic fields but have 
difficulty in reading. 

We have paid high school tuition since September 4 on 52 
pupils enrolled as follows: Erskine Academy 47 and Cony 
High School 5. The legal secondary tuition rate of these 
schools is Erskine Academy $284.42 and Cony High $291.75 
per pupil for the school year. The state average cost of high 
school tuition covering all secondary schools is $301.40. Sec- 
ondary schools may charge up to this rate when they do not 
offer three courses of study of which two are occupational. 
For any high school having three or more courses of study 
of which two are occupational and having 10 percent or more 
tuition pupils, the charge may go as high as $346.61 per pupil 
for the school year. 

The cooperation of Citizens, School Committee, Teachers 
and Town Officials is gratefully acknowledged.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
FOR THE TOWN OF WINDSOR 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1956 


The health needs of individuals and families are met 
through a sound public health program. Emphasis is placed 
on guiding individuals, through education and supervision, to 
healthful living. The prevention and control of diseases as 
well as early detection and correction of physical defects are 
a part of this health program. 


The town of Windsor through its own health program has 
taken its part in promoting healthful living. Forty-nine in- 
fants and preschool children attended the series of child health 
conferences. Eleven were immunized against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus and fifteen received smallpox vac- 
cinations. Physical examinations were done by Richard Fallon, 
M.D. and recommendations to the parents for follow-up care 
were given. 


Thirty-four preschool children and above school age children 
to twenty years of age received polio shots in two summer 
clinics. Seventy-seven school children completed two shots in 
the spring. Alli these children will be able to receive their 
booster or third shot in January of 1957. Parents are being 
urged to protect their children before the coming polio season. 


Thirty-six second, fifth and eighth grade children received 
physical examinations. Parents were notified of defects. 
Plans will be made to have a school immunization clinic to 
protect the children against diphtheria, whooping cough, 
tetanus and smallpox. 


One hundred and fifty-eight children were tested with the 
audiometer machine. One child was found to have defective 
hearing. 


Along with the various clinics, your public health nurse has 
continued to make home visits to expectant and new mothers, 
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infants, preschoolers, school children and adults. Special needs 
can be met by referring children to family physician or to any — 
of the State services, including Crippled Children’s clinics, 
Cardiac, Pediatric and Mental Hygiene. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank everyone who 
helped with the health program during the year.

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REPORT OF THE 
WINDSOR VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The estimated fire loss in the town for the past year was 
$4,200. The department answered nine calls consisting of two 
house fires, one truck fire, one overheated furnace, one shed 
fire, three chimney fires, and one grass and brush fire. 


Installation of the power take-off pump has been completed 
on the second fire truck which is a great asset to your depart- 
ment. 


The fire house was partially painted this past year and with 
the cooperation of a few volunteers this project will be con- 
tinued this coming summer. Consideration is also being given 
to remodeling the interior of the fire house which is in very 
poor condition. In addition, the heating system needs atten- 
tion in view of the operating cost and the fact that it is not 
dependable. 


The Board of Directors wish to remind the residents of 
Windsor that your fire department cannot afford to hire 
trained personnel to be on duty at all times. Every man in 
the community should know how to operate the fire trucks. 
This is recommended for your own protection. Make plans 
now to obtain instructions on the operations of the fire trucks.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


It will be noted that the Assessors’ Report has changed 
considerably due to the fact that the Maine Municipal Asso- 
ciation has adopted new reporting forms. This new procedure 
has eliminated specific breakdowns in the Personal Property 
report. This is due to the fact that the number of domestic 
animals in general is steadily decreasing. 


We have been notified that in the ensuing year the Super- 
intendent of Schools’ salary will be included in the School 
Budget. This account was overdrawn this year due to an 
increase in the Superintendent of Schools’ salary. 


As of February 10, 1958, closing date for the fiscal year 
1957-58, the cash balance is $11,135.79. $2,569.10 of this amount 
is the amount remaining in the School Account to be expended 
for Schools only. $1,464.66 of this balance is the Reed School 
Fund interest—to be used to benefit the children in the Wind- 
sor Schools and to relieve the burden of the taxpayer, and to 
be expended at the discretion of the Board of Selectmen. 


The remaining amount of earmarked funds totals $1,395.25, 
broken up in several small accounts, leaving a balance of 
$5,706.78 with which to carry on Town business until 1958 tax 
money starts to be realized. If the pattern of previous years 
continues, Excise Taxes and revenue from various other sources 
will amount to approximately $2,500.00 up to that period. 


Expired tax liens have increased Town property to the 
amount of approximately $2,000.00, Real Estate value. In 
order to benefit the Town by putting this property back where 
taxes can again be realized, the citizens of the Town who are 
interested in purchasing Town property are free to discuss 


the descriptions and terms of Sale with the Board of Select- 
men. 
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For several years the Town Officers’ salaries have remained 
at the same level. During the past ten years, at least a dozen 
new accounts have had to be set up. Administrative duties 
have increased in both the office of the Treasurer and Collector 
and in the keeping of records in the Selectmen’s accounts. The 
present board of Town Officials, realizing the countless hours 
spent and the increase in the volume of work, feel it is not 
unreasonable to ask the Town to consider increasing the sala- 
ries for the present incumbent slate of officers. 


There is an overdraft on both the Town Hall and the Town 
- Hall Well accounts. In order to get the required amount of 
water, it was necessary to drill to a considerable depth. The 
cost of building the concrete wellhouse, piping the water into 
the Town Hall and Fire House, and buying a septic tank, 
accounts largely for this overdraft. However, we believe this 
well was very beneficial this year to the townspeople due to 
the serious drought in 1957. There is an outside hydrant which 
may be used at any time by citizens of the Town. 


The Dump Account was overdrawn, and it is believed that 
cooperation from everyone using it would eliminate the over- 
draft. 


The overexpended balance on Winter Roads which has been 
carried for several years has now been journaled to the Sum- 
mary. This balance did not present a clear picture as these 
bills have all been paid in years past. Therefore, to bring the 
account up to date, this balance was taken care of in this way. 


Our Town roads are improving, but still take and will con- 
tinue for a number of years to consume a large portion of our 
tax dollar for construction and maintenance. 


The Town Road Improvement money was expended in com- 
pleting the Greeley Road and constructing a section of the 
Griffin Road. It is hoped that this road will be completed to 
the Whitefield Town Line in another year. 
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The Chevrolet truck has begun to cost the Town replace- 
ment parts due to heavy use. We believe it would be wise at 
this time to consider trading. The balance due on snow plow 
wing for this truck was paid for this year without a special 
appropriation for this account. Although this truck has served 
its purpose well, we now feel that the Town is in a position 
to purchase a truck with more tonnage which will stand up 
better for plowing snow and for construction work. 


We, the Board of Selectmen, have attempted to present in 
this report a picture of the Town’s financial standing and to 
clarify certain questions which may arise.

ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT FOR 1957-58 


For many years towns have tried, individually, with vary- 
ing degrees of success to solve their educational problems more 
efficiently. The degree of success that has been attained de- 
pends largely on the desires of the citizens that make up the 
community. The Sinclair bill enacted by the 1957 Maine State 
Legislature, promises financial help to towns that desire to 
combine efforts for a better educational system. The most effi- 
cient school program, with the greatest educational opportuni- 
ties, must be larger than most individual towns ean provide. It 
is with this idea in view that the new bill has been enacted. 
The new law places Windsor in class 6 with a State General 
Purpose Aid of $16,413.00 as shown in the financial report. 


The central school has a total enrollment in the grades as 
follows:

We have been very fortunate this year in keeping our teach- 
ing staff intact. This is a very important factor in any fine 
educational system as the pupils become accustomed to the 
methods of one teacher for the year. 


The town has paid high school tuition since September 3 on 
53 pupils enrolled in the following high schools: Erskine 
Academy 44 and Cony High School 9. The legal high school 
tuition rate for these schools is for Cony $303.85 and Erskine 
Academy $280.66. The State Average High School Tuition has 
increased this year to $313.72 and for secondary schools of- 
fering three or more courses of study, of which two are occu- 
pational, the charge per pupil may go as high as $360.78. 


In earlier days moral and religious training were adequately 
handled by the church and the home. People led a more simple 
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life, producing most of the food and clothing on the farm and 
in the home. The long hours of labor which was needed to pro- 
vide the family with the necessary commodities of life left the 
young people little time for leisure. However, today’s society 
is much more complex. Increased production resulting from 
labor saving machines has given more leisure time for all. The 
closely knit family life has in most instances disappeared and 
with it has gone the moral and religious training that young 
people should have in their daily living. The breakdown in the 
family circle and the increase in leisure time have added many 
social problems to the life of every boy and girl. This truly 
reflects in the schools by the refusal of pupils to aecept in- 
struction and execute assignments. It should be clear that the 
home, father and mother and the community have a real respon- 
sibility if their child is to be educated properly. More and 
more the public schools have begun to assume the role for 
teaching proper social adjustment, worthy home membership 
and wise use of leisure time. However, the home must play a 
larger part in this type of education if it is to become truly 
effective. 


In closing I wish to mention the kind and courteous treat- 
ment always given to the schools by the citizens of Windsor. 
They have been interested in schools, reasonable in their de- 
mands and ready to support school activities in every way 
possible.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
FOR THE TOWN OF WINDSOR 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1957 


‘“The enjoyment of the highest attainable standard of health 
is one of fundamental rights of every human being without 
distinction of race, religion, political belief, economic or social 
condition ... The health of all peoples is fundamental to the 
attainment of peace and security, and is dependent upon the 
fullest cooperation of individuals and States’’—from the Con- 
stitution of the World Health Organization. 


Windsor can be proud of the community health program 
provided for its citizens :— 


Three child health conferences were held. A total of 69 chil- 
dren attended. Physical examinations and protection against 
communicable diseases were available to all. 


Hearing tests for forty-nine pupils were done with the audi- 
ometer. It is hoped that this test can be offered to students in 
the 2nd, 5th, and 8th grades each year. 


Four immunization clinics were held during the year. A to- 
tal of 304 visits were made to these clinics for protection 
against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, smallpox and 
polio. Polio clinics are now being integrated with regular im- 
munization clinics. 


This fall, thirty-four children in the second, fifth and eighth 
grades received health examinations. Follow-up work was 
done when indicated. 


A recent issue of the magazine Today’s Health reports that 
‘‘eases of paralytic polio have been cut 80 percent in the 
United States over the last two years.’’ This should be most 
rewarding to all those who have given so generously of their 
time that our young people might be protected against this 
dread disease. 
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Your Public Health Nurse through home and school visits 
has consulted with parents and teachers in order to help meet 
the needs of the individual child. Whenever possible, assistance 
has been given in solving family health problems. 


It has been a pleasure working with the health committee 
and community leaders in the health program. Good teamwork 
between the home, community groups and health workers 
points the way toward an even better Community Health Pro- 
gram in 1958.

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Selectmen’s Report 


The cash balance as of the closing of the books, February 9, 
1959, is $0,698.10 compared to $11,135.79 last year. The Snow 
Removal Account alone was over-drawn $2,302.81. There is 
also the Town Equipment Account which includes Town-owned 
snow plows, sanders and the tractor. In order to cover ex- 
penses included in this account, it would seem there should be 
an appropriation made for this account. The overdraft in the 
Town Hall Account was largely due to heating and electricity. 
$1,685.18 of the cash balance is earmarked for several small 
accounts, leaving a balance of $4,012.92 with which to carry 
on Town business until 1959 tax money is realized. It will, 
no doubt, be necessary for the Town to borrow in order to 
defray Town expenses before tax money is received. 


As voted in Town meeting, February, 1958, the Selectmen 
have purchased a 1959 Chevrolet to replace the 1955 Chevrolet. 
The purchase price of the three-ton truck, including interest, 
amounts to $6,424.69. We were allowed $1,500 as trade-in value 
for the 1955 Chevrolet. As the amount appropriated for a 
truck was $3,000, the balance of this account ($1,910.19) is 
to be paid in quarterly payments of approximately $475.00 
each. Since repairs were a large item in the upkeep of the 
small truck for plowing snow, it seemed advisable to invest 
in a heavier truck. 


Since the Town purchased the additional land in the Rest- 
haven Cemetery, the Town has appropriated money for and 
has erected steel fence on the two roadsides. It has been sur- 
veyed and copies of the cemetery plan made. Several lots 
have been sold in this new part. These lots are sold only with 
the provision for trust funds of perpetual care. The new, or 
upper part of this cemetery, is found easy to care for, while 
it is difficult to find anyone to mow, even once a year, the 
lower end. Several citizens have suggested that if the Town 
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votes to complete the fence, money be raised to fill in between 


lots in the lower section in order that it be mowed easier and 
more often. 


We, the Board of Selectmen, wish to thank the townspeople 
for their support and cooperation.

ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT FOR 1958-59 


An improved education for the present life of the pupil 
Should be the chief purpose of all school systems. When we 
work with this thought in mind we are training pupils to 
become future citizens with the true foundation laid early in 
life. It is well to plan and labor for the future but all work 
toward that goal must be done in the present. The one great 
problem for parents and teachers is to organize the work of 
the home and the school toward the capabilities of the pupils. 
Much depends on the environment of children whether it is 
at home or at school. Environment and association leave a 
lasting impression on the mind of every young boy and girl. 
The true art of education is to accept only those changes 
which are made with a definite goal in mind. We improve 
education aS we improve any other activity by thinking and 
planning. With these ideas in mind the chief aim of the home 
and the school should be to teach children to desire only the 
right things in life. It is now universally accepted that parents 
and teachers, home and school must join their influences if 
the best results are to be obtained in the education of every 
boy and girl. 


The Central School enrollment is more this year with a total 
of 140 in the grades as follows: grade one 26, erade two 13, 
erade three 18, grade four 20, grade five 18, grade six 19, 
erade seven 17 and grade eight 9. There is an increased short- 
age of teachers with the tendency of many to go into fields 
where better salaries are paid. Many teachers of fine ability 
have been lost to the teaching profession only to secure em- 
ployment in the higher paid fields of industry. Such a situa- 
tion has resulted in an increase in salaries in most communities 
throughout the past year. 


Since September second the town has paid high school 
tuition on 60 pupils enrolled in the following schools: Cony 
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High 13 and Erskine Academy 47. The high school tuition 
rate charged by these schools is for Cony $333.80 and Erskine 
is $319.45. At the secondary level education should begin to 
be more specialized for all students. Generally students will 
be preparing for institutions of higher learning or the school 
will be the termination of all formal learning. It should be 
the responsibility of the secondary school to help students 
determine the type of program they might best undertake 
considering their capabilities, interests and goals in life. 


The type of citizen of tomorrow depends on the type of 
education received in youth. There is no greater waste than 
loss of talent through failure to provide proper educational 
opportunities. Today we have a large number of boys and 
girls eighteen years of age and over for whom there is no 
remunerative employment. It is highly essential for society 
to provide vocational schools for this group to enable them to 
become more efficient members of their community. 


We appreciate the loyal support and fine cooperation given 
to the schools by the citizens of Windsor.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
FOR THE TOWN OF WINDSOR 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1958 


The following quotation aptly expresses the progress of 
public health nursing in Windsor: 


“Coming together is beginning, 
Keeping together is progress 
Working together is success.’’ 


Your public health nurse appreciated the opportunity to 
have a four months educational leave of absence this year. 
During this period your area was being covered by another 
nurse from the Augusta office. 


Your program included: 


Three child health conferences attended by sixty-six (66) 
infants and preschool children. Immunizations were given 
against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus and polio. Physi- 
cal examinations were also given by the attending physician. 


Fifty-three (53) second, fifth and eighth grade children re- 
ceived physical examinations. Notices of defects were sent to 
the parent and some follow-up visits by the nurse were made 
to notify parents of medical attention needed. Audiometer 
tests, to determine hearing loss, will be offered to the second, 
fifth and eighth grades as soon as the equipment is available. 


tats will be made to hold the regular school immunization 
clinic early in 1959 for all children. 


Through home visiting, an effort has been made to guide all 
age groups to exercise the best possible health measures. Indi- 
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viduals having problems have been referred to the family 
physician or to local and State clinies for medical attention. 


The community can be proud of its health committee and 
the work they have accomplished. Special thanks should be 
given to Mrs. Dorothy Baker, who has recently resigned as 
chairman of the program, for her long and faithful service. 
It has been gratifying to have worked with this committee the 
greater part of this year.

REPORT OF THE 


WINDSOR VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Again this year, the loss by fire has been small. Several 
calls for brush, grass and chimney fires were answered, plus a 
house fire from which the loss was kept to a minimum due 
to the fact that the town has a fire department. 


A new heating unit has been installed in the fire house re- 
placing the obsolete furnace. Both fire trucks are full of water 
at all times and the loss would be extensive if permitted to 
freeze. 


Another major project we must give consideration to is an 
alarm system. Many people call Mr. Hussey or some one other 
individual and some are critical if the person called is not at 
home. Our fire department is strictly volunteer and every 
resident of the town is, or should be, a part of the department. 
Can you take the truck and answer a fire call? Until such 
time as the town is large enough to hire full time firemen, we 
must all volunteer and do our part to protect each others 
property from fire. 


If you need to call the fire department, ask the operator to 
ring the fire alarm on the 28 line. Give her the details as to 
the location of the fire. If it is a big fire, ask the operator to 
ring the fire alarm on all lines. 


Meetings are held at the fire house the third Tuesday eve- 
ning each month at 8 P. M.

‘'o the Citizens of Windsor: 


We are pleased to present the complete financial records and 
audit for the fiscal year ending February 8, 1960, to the town’s 
citizens for inspection. We employed an out of Town account- 
ing firm to audit our books this year, due to the suggestion of 
our past auditor, Earl Hayes, that this would be a good prac- 
tice occasionally. 


We consider this year a successful year financially and 
otherwise. We have had some unforseen overdrafts, but the 
overall balances are favorable. The expense of the fuel and 
‘electricity of the Town Hall seems to remain a problem for the 
amount of use in cold weather. We believe that insulation of 
the ceiling would make a difference in this cost. The over ex- 
penditure this year was mainly due to installation of crash 
bars and locks on the doors to comply with fire inspection re- 
quirements. The Chevrolet truck payments have all been 
made, and the truck should be an asset for at least a couple of 
years. The repairs on the snow plows, cutting edges, ete., have 
been charged to the Town truck accounts, which shows an un- 
fair figure as to the earnings of these trucks. Therefore, we 
Suggest an appropriation be made, and these expenses be kept 
in an Equipment account. 


We made considerable improvements with town road funds 
this year on the Cappers and the Trask roads, but all town 
roads seem to be an endless expense. The unimproved road 
funds were spent on the Griffin road which should be com- 
pleted in 1960. The roads constructed with these funds are re- 
quired by the State to be maintained, thereafter, by the Town. 
We believe an appropriation for this maintenance cost is neces- 
sary or that there be an increase in the Town road appropri- 
ation. 
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We have sold a considerable amount of Town property this 
year which will bring this property into taxation again. 


We hope that this information will explain some questions 
which might arise concerning Town government, but we wel- 
come any opportunity to explain any question you may have. 


We want to thank the citizens of the Town for your coopera- 
tion and consideration given us in carrying out our duties.

COMMENTS 
YEAR ENDED FEBRUARY 8, 1960 


The town’s surplus increased $2,753.67 over the previous 
year. This increase is in spite of some departments over- 
expended which were formerly carried but was closed to Sur- 
plus. 


- The cemetery trust funds were totaled and included in the 
balance sheet. 


The Reed Trust Fund amount of $9,975.00 was taken out of 
surplus and shown as a separate reserve. This leaves the true 
surplus balance which can be used. However, the balance of 
surplus as is now being carried would seem like a reasonable 
amount to maintain. 


We would recommend that the town appropriate funds for 
the town’s share of social security, office equipment (when 
needed), operation of trucks, and abatements and discounts 
and close these accounts each year to Surplus. We believe that 
all operating accounts should be appropriated for unless self- 

supporting. 


The accounting system being followed appears to be ade- 
quate. There are a few minor changes we have suggested to 
the selectmen. The tax collector and treasurer handling the 
cash and the selectmen recording the information makes a 
good control of the town’s funds. A filing system is needed 
in the selectmen’s office for vouchers, ete. 


The tax receipts used by the tax collector in 1959 was a good 
idea. It might be well to have the town’s name printed on the 
form. 
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Some invoices are late being received by the town officials 
making them difficult to check. We would suggest that a 
policy be established to have all invoices billed to the town 
currently. All invoices which are to be reimbursed by outside 
agencies, should be carefully checked before advancing town 
funds such as State Poor, ete. 


We wish to thank the town officials for their co-operation in 
making this audit.

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SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE DISTRICT ENABLING ACT 


Because the residents of the Town of Windsor were unaware 
that the State legislature had been requested to pass an act 
enabling the towns of Chelsea, Windsor and Whitefield to form 
a school administrative district, there was some concern among 
many of them when the announcement of the passage of the act 
appeared in the local newspaper. 


We, the members of the school committee, wish to advise 
that we were approached, for consent to present the request 
for the enabling act, late in the evening of the day before that 
act was presented to, and acted favorably upon by the State 
legislature. 


We wish also to assure the residents of the Town of Windsor 
that the passage of the enabling act, in no way commits Wind- 
sor, Whitefield or Chelsea in any way whatsoever, but rather, 
puts them in an advantageous position. 


No school administrative district can be formed without a 
majority vote in each of the towns concerned. 


Selectmen and school committee members of the three towns 
met at the Windsor school on Feb. 18th to consider the advis- 
ability of making a school district study. It was the concensus 
of opinion at that meeting that we make a study. An open 
meeting will be called in the near future to which all interested 
citizens will be welcome and are urged to attend. At this meet- 
ing, citizens groups will be formed to study the various phases.

Annual School Report for the Municipal Year 1959-60 


It must be recognized that any program of truly effective 
education must be a partnership between the home and the 
school. The maximum benefits from any system are achieved 
when the partners are in accord. It should be realized that 
the teacher is as greatly concerned as the parent with the 
progress and success of the child. In order that the home and 
the school may work together more efficiently we invite the 
parents to visit the school and discuss with the penne and 
the teacher the program of their child. | 


Without diminishing the emphasis on reading, more atten- 
tion should be devoted to the strengthening of mathematics 
and science programs in the school. Latest text books and 
equipment are necessary if the program is to be truly effec- 
tive. Under the new State Science program Federal money is 
available for the study of science in the elementary school. 
This money may be used for the purchase of science equipment 
and reference books. We have made an application for this 
equipment to be used in the upper grades. 


We now have 142 pupils enrolled in the elementary school 
as follows: grade one, 19 pupils; grade two, 22; grade three, 
15; grade four, 18; grade five, 19; grade six, 15; orade seven, 
23, and grade eight 11. The grades are well supplied with 
text books and materials. 


We have paid high school tuition since September 8th on ay) 
pupils enrolled in secondary schools as follows: Erskine Acad- 
emy 44 and Cony High School 11. The tuition rates of these 
two schools are as follows: Erskine Academy $3387.96 and Cony 
High $339.27. For a secondary school offering three or more 
courses, including two occupational courses, and having ten 
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percent or more tuition pupils, the charge is limited to the 
school cost not exceeding 115 percent of the state’s average 
cost per pupil in all secondary schools. Where the state’s aver- 
age cost per pupil is now $347.98 all secondary schools meet- 
ing the above requirement could go as high as $400.18 per pupil 
in their tuition charge. 


Although we wish to strengthen the mathematies and science 
programs in the school we do not wish to lose sight of the fact 
that one of the most important aspects of education has to do 
with developing attitudes and habits of proper thinking which 
will lead to good and useful citizenship. Therefore, we should 
not lessen our efforts to instill in the pupils’ minds a desire 
for academic training as well as a wish to become a fine citizen 
in their community. 


We appreciate the kind cooperation of parents, teachers, 
school committee members and town officials throughout the 
year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


SERVICES IN THE TOWN OF WINDSOR 
For the Year 1959 


At the year’s end it is again appropriate to give you an 
account of public health nursing services in your community 
for the year 1959, 


The primary purpose of public health nursing is to provide 
nursing service to people at home, at school, at work, in clinics 
and health centers, so that individuals, families and the com- 
munity as a whole will be helped to achieve and maintain opti- 
mum health. Public health nursing is one of the basic health 
services that contribute to a healthy and happy way of life. 


The very important work of the Division of Public Health 
Nursing of the Maine Department of Health and Welfare is to 
provide public health nursing service to people in the rural 
areas and small towns of our State. These services include: 


Health teaching of individuals and families in their homes 
for the prevention of illness, promotion of health and correc- 
tion of defects. 


Teaching nursing care of the sick and rehabilitation of the 
handicapped in their own homes, with medical direction from 
the patient’s physician. 


Prevention and control of communicable diseases through 
immunization programs, detection and follow-up of tuber- 
culosis and venereal diseases, and health education. 


Maternal and child care, including school health services and 
child health conferences. 
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Follow-up home visiting to individuals and families under 
care of the various State clinics and services—crippled chil- 
dren, pediatric, mental retardation, cleft palate, adolescent, 
cardiac, tuberculosis—to help patients and families carry out 
the doctor’s instructions for treatment. 


Working closely with physicians, hospitals, and other health 
and social agencies in behalf of patients and families. 


Working closely with the townspeople, individually and in 
groups, so that the people themselves will take responsibility 
for developing health programs to meet their unique local 
health needs. 


Health is a priceless possession, defined by the World Health 
Organization as ‘‘a state of complete physical, mental, and 
social well-being and not merely the absence of disease or dis- 
ability.’’ It is wisely said that public health is people, who 
are SO concerned with good health for themselves, their neigh- | 
bors, and their community that they work for this priceless 
possession. This wise saying guides us well, for nowhere in our 
State do we have the number of public health nurses we need 
to give all the services we would like to give. It follows, then, 
that a successful public health nursing program does, and in- 
deed should, depend largely upon the interest, support, and 
volunteer work of the local people, individually and through 
organized group effort. The public health nurse gives directly 
those services that require her special professional nursing 
skills and gives leadership and counsel to the townspeople in 
developing, cooperatively, the health programs most suitable 
for their own community. 


Your public health nurse submits the following summary of 
public health nursing services in your community for the year 
1959: 


A total of fifteen and a half nursing days were spent. 
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Three child health conferences were held with a total at- 
tendance of sixty-nine infant and preschool children. These 
children received physical examinations, protection against 
diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, smallpox and_polio- 
myelitis. A total of forty-five school children attended the 
immunization clinic. For the two programs the total immuni- 
zations were: 


Diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus 24 
Diphtheria and tetanus 21 
Smallpox vaccination 24 
Polio (series of three) 16 


Sixty-four physical examinations were done by Maurice 
Guillemette, M.D. Necessary follow-up of defects were done 
through home visiting. Children from the second, fifth and 
eighth grades are selected each year for health examinations. 


Two hundred and forty audiometer tests were given with no 
defective hearing problems noted. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank all members in the 
community who helped with the various programs during 1959.
